Lutheran mission 
home known 
as 
“The Home of Blessing,” has recently 
been established in Guntur, 
India, 
and Miss Sanford is connected witn 
that home. 
In 
her discourse 
she 
said, “There are over 60,000 Chris­ 
tians in our India mission and nearly 
every one of them have had to un­ 
dergo great persecutions to become a 
Christian. 
Converts are Hocking in­ 
to boarding schools and Bible schools 
in such 
great numbers 
that there 
was a scarcity of teachers. 
Being 
unable to call teachers from 
other 
schools we decided to train our own 
Bible teachers for this w o rk .” 
Miss 
Sanford gave many interesting illus­ 
trations and stories of the difficulties 
that had to be overcome in order to 
succeed ‘in this great undertaking.
